are due to take place in 
the spring. 

People who rent a 
property from the Vale 
Council or a housing 
association, could lose 
some housing benefit if 
they have more bed¬ 
rooms than the 
Government says they 
need. 

The Coalition 

Government believes the 
bedroom tax will ease 
overcrowding and help 
tackle the shortage of 
social housing, helping 
those in overcrowded 
accommodation. People 
over the age of 60 are 
excluded from the 
changes. 

Mrs Phillips (47) said 
she believed that the new 
measures were inspired 
by a misconception that 
people on benefits were 
scroungers living at the 
expense of the taxpayer. 

She insisted: “The 


reality is that very few 
people on benefits actu¬ 
ally fit this image. In my 
case, I watched my dad 
suffer his first stroke in 
August last year. 

“My mum has 
rheumatoid arthritis and 
she was physically 
unable to care for him on 
her own, so I found 
myself becoming not 
only his carer, but also 
my mum’s carer. 

“I help with the physi¬ 
cal and emotional task of 
caring for my dad and 
mum and maintaining 
their home. 

“Since the first stroke, 
my dad has suffered a 
further three strokes, 
leaving him very weak 
both physically and men¬ 
tally.” 

Mrs Phillips regularly 
makes three trips a day to 
help her parents, both in 
their late seventies, with 
their day-to-day needs. 

“My dad is prone to 
falling over, so I’m on 
call 24/7.”

Dinas Powys dentist’s 
£15,584 NHS fraud 


A SELF-EMPLOYED 
dental surgeon who prac¬ 
ticed in Bridgend and who 
defrauded the NHS of 
thousands of pounds by 
submitting false claims for 
treatment, has been sen¬ 
tenced to 10 months 
imprisonment, suspended 
for two years, at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

During the investigation by 
NHS Counter Fraud Services 
(Wales) 51 statements were taken

from patients who said they never 
received the claimed treatment. 

Some were never seen by the 
defendant, said prosecutor Karl 
Harrison. 

David Hurst (31) of Caeff 
Mount, Dinas Powys, had admit¬ 
ted 69 offences of false account¬ 
ing before Vale Magistrates and 
had been committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

The total loss, said Mr 
Harrison, was £15,584, obtained 


between June 2006 and February 
2007. 

At the time, he worked at the 
Bridgend Dental Centre, Nolton 
Street, Bridgend, where he had an 
associateship agreement. 

In April 2006, the NHS intro¬ 
duced a new payment scheme 
involving an agreed income over 
12 months, when the dentist con¬ 
cerned undertook to carry out 
work for the NHS with targets set 
involving payment of three differ¬ 
ent bands.

W ITH 

regard to 
the LDP, I 
note that the 
Labour-led admin¬ 
istration (at the 
Vale Council) 
intends producing a 
revised deposit 
LDP. 

However, the commit¬ 
tee report states that the 
strategy on which the 
deposit plan will be 
based is sound and will 
remain unchanged. 

I therefore find it dif¬ 
ficult to understand how 
the council will be able 
to address the concerns 
of the 4,700 objections 
to the LDP, most of 
which were to the allo¬ 
cations in the plan. 

There is no doubt the 
problem with the LDP is 
that the strategy on 
which it is based is 
flawed, and if there are 
no changes to the strate¬ 
gy then the revised 
deposit plan will equally 
be flawed. 

The LDP defines 
Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge as services 
centres, which are to act 
as focus points for 
growth, so it is 
inevitable that the 
revised deposit LDP will 
also contain new alloca¬ 
tions in Llantwit Major 
and Cowbridge. 

The LDP is also 
actively encouraging 
new development in the 
small villages of the 
rural Vale, by not only 
removing their settle¬ 


ment boundaries, but 
making a large alloca¬ 
tion in villages such 
Wick and Ystradowen. 
This strategy is diametri¬ 
cally opposed to the 
strategy of the UDP 

The council are not 
considering that the 
UDP recognises that 
Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge are at capaci¬ 
ty and that the allocation 
of any further land for 
residential use would 
adversely affect their 
setting and character, 
and would therefore be 
contrary to the aims and 
objectives of Planning 
Policy Wales. 

The council are also 
ignoring the UDP policy 
of protecting the charac¬ 
ter and integrity of the 
minor villages in the 
rural Vale by scrapping 
village boundaries in the 
LDP. 

The UDP was adopted 
in 2005 and judged to be 
sound and in accordance 
with national planning 
guidance - what’s 
changed since then? 

The LDP strategy pro¬ 
poses fundamental 
changes to the adopted 
UDP strategy which 
were considered to be 
sound by Welsh 
Government and the 
Planning Inspector by 
allocating sites in 
Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge and the 
minor villages. 

In order to accommo¬ 
date the necessary 
growth, I cannot under¬ 
stand why the council 
has ruled out the inclu- 


Speaking plain 
English on LDP 


C OUN Robert 
Bertin must 
have difficul¬ 
ty in understanding 
plain English 
(GEM letters, 
November 29). 

As he himself notes 
in his letter, the Labour 
party’s advert during the 
election campaign says 
the Deposit Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP) will be 
‘scrapped’; my previous 
letter to the local press 
said ‘pulped’ and an ‘ex- 
LDP’. 

The recent report to 
cabinet on the LDP rec¬ 
ommends that: ‘the 
Deposit LDP ... is not 
progressed’ and that 
‘work commences on a 
replacement Deposit 


sion of the proposals for 
the re-development of 
the Llandow Airfield 
site. 

The UDP Planning 
Inspector stated that the 
site should be reviewed 
and that it was a brown 
field site that was devel¬ 
oped in a piecemeal way 
which would benefit 
from a well-designed 
comprehensive develop¬ 
ment. 

When this matter was 
considered by the coun¬ 
cil’s own independent 
advisors, they concluded 
that the inclusion of 
Llandow Newydd would 
be the most sustainable 
option. However, the 
officers of the council 
did not agree with the 
UDP Inspector or their 
independent advisors, 
and subsequently ruled 
out the inclusion of 
Llandow Newydd. 

As a long-standing 
resident of Llantwit and 
knowing the area well, 
my conclusion is that it 
is a sustainable option. 

It would provide 
housing and employ¬ 
ment development in a 
mixed-use community 
with new schools and 
community facilities 
adjacent to a railway 
line with a new station. 

I also note that the 
sustainability credentials 
of the scheme have 


recently been recognised 
by the Friends of the 
Earth. It is obvious to 
me that the solution to 
the dilemma of accom¬ 
modating growth in the 
Vale is to allocate 
Llandow as a new settle¬ 
ment. 

This would allow the 
established principles of 
the UDP to be retained - 
the protection of 
Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge from new 
residential development 
and protect the integrity 
and character of the 
existing villages in the 
rural Vale. 

The proposals will 
also provide for the pro¬ 
vision of the Llyswomey 
Bypass and improve¬ 
ments to the road from 
Llantwit Major all the 
way up to Pentre 
Meyrick, thereby provid¬ 
ing a much better and 
safer western access into 
the Vale. 

The unfortunate thing 
is that deciding to pro¬ 
duce a new deposit plan 
without changing the 
strategy will not allow 
for the obvious solution 
to the problems of the 
Vale to be included. 

Come on, members, 
grasp the nettle, devel¬ 
opment at Llandow is a 
winner all round.

'Bombs fell in 
our farm fields' 


I N response to 
Dr Kemble’s let¬ 
ter in The GEM 
recently, I have 
some information 
which is of interest. 

In St Donats church¬ 
yard there is a grave, the 
headstone of which 
records: “Alaister Wray 
(Major) of the 2nd Bn, 
Princess Louise’s 
Kensington Regt. 
30.01.43; aged 33 
years.” 

There is a similar 
entry in the Church 
Records. 

Local tradition has it 
that he was killed in the 
castle ground by a bomb 
jettisoned by a fleeing 
Heinkel bomber pursued 
by a Spitfire, having not 
found its target, presum¬ 
ably at St Athan or 
Llandow. 


Our story is that the 
‘Spit’ was piloted by the 
major’s brother-in-law. 

Two other bombs fell, 
in a line in a field on our 
farm, to the west 
towards Nash Point 
Lighthouse. 

I had the job as a 13- 
year-old schoolboy of 
‘picking and hauling off’ 
several barrow loads of 
stones from the craters. 

The craters showed up 
in the crops for 20 years 
or more, even after the 
ground had been lev¬ 
elled! 

The barrows needed 
two of us to wheel - one 
on the handles and the 
other with a rope at the 
front! 

I hope this informa¬ 
tion is of use.

the council know if 
drains were blocked to 
avoid potential flooding.

NOSTALGIC 
RAMBLE 
THROUGH 
HISTORY 
OF BARRY 


AFTER so much 
heavy rainfall, the 
challenge was set by 
the Penarth and 
District Ramblers, 
who joined Joy at 
Barry Island to find 
a route that was not 
too muddy or 
waterlogged. 

The heavy shower 
that greeted them soon 
retreated and they set off 
to walk Jackson’s Bay 
and Whitmore Bay. 

It was hard to picture 
Nell’s Point, which is 
now built upon, being 
home to Butlins holiday 
camp back in 1966, but 
further back in time dur¬ 
ing the late 1800s, Barry 
Island attracted thou¬ 
sands of tourists follow¬ 
ing the extension of the 
railway from Barry 
Town to Barry Island. 
Before the causeway 
and railway were built, 
the only method of 
reaching the island was 
by boat or on foot. 

Crossing the old 
Harbour in sunshine to 
Cold Knap, the group 
passed over the site of 
the old Knap Pool and, 
circumnavigating the 
lake, climbed uphill to 
Marine Drive and along 
the cliff top to descend 
the Golden Stairs to a 
flooded Porthkerry Park. 

Making the decision 
to stay away from the 
muddy coastal path, they 
climbed to St Curig’s 
church and enjoyed 
some refreshment before 
following the airport 
bend and descending 
once more under the 
viaduct to Porthkerry 
Park, which was desig¬ 
nated as a country park 
in 1976. 

Sloshing their way up 
through the main mead¬ 
ow towards Nightingale 
Cottage, built in 1850 by 
the Romilly Estate, who 
owned the land, to house 
two workers and their 
families, they followed 
the muddy Lover’s Lane 
uphill through the 
woods to exit onto Park 
Road near the ruins of 
Barry Castle. 

Crossing above the 
Gorsedd circle, erected 
in 1920 to commemo¬ 
rate the National 
Eisteddfod which was 
held in nearby Romilly 
Park, the group made 


their way down through 
Barry town to the old 
dockland, now the Barry 
Waterfront. 

With the growth of 
the coal industry Cardiff 
dock could not cope so 
in 1889, the first dock 
basin was opened in 
Barry, followed by two 
additional docks. 

Many buildings were 
constructed to house 
dock workers and their 
families and Barry town 
developed. 

By 1913, Barry had 
become the largest coal 
exporting port in the 
world and the dock was 
crammed full of ships. 
When electric power 
took over from the 
majestic steam trains, 
the docks marshalling 
yards became a grave¬ 
yard for scrapped steam 
engines run during the 
mid 1950s by Woodham 
Brothers and for steam 
enthusiasts and preser¬ 
vation societies it was a 
treasure trove. 

Now this land is 
being cleared for further 
re-development, its his¬ 
tory sadly lost. 

Continuing along 
Clive Road, the group 
made their return to 
Redbrink Crescent after 
a shortened walk that 
contained many fond 
memories.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Ambulance response 
times paint a worrying 
picture in the Vale 


LL too regularly 
I receive com- 
l plaints of 
patients waiting for 
ambulances and have 
reported several seri¬ 
ous incidents involving 
Vale residents to the 
Wales Ambulance 
Services and Health 
Minister. 

One of the first surgery 
cases I dealt in May 2010 
was of a pensioner who 
waited nearly an hour for 
an urgent call. 

At the time, the Welsh 
Government Minister 
responsible for Health 
offered warm words, but 
nothing was really done to 
rectify the matter. 

Figures published last 
week reveal that ambu¬ 
lance response times across 
Wales have fallen to their 
lowest rate since January 
2011 - below 60 per cent. 

The proportion of ambu¬ 
lances responding to cate¬ 
gory A calls within eight 
minutes is now nine per 
cent below the figure for 
the same month last year. 


These figures paint a 
worrying picture of many 
ambulances failing to 
respond quickly enough to 
life-threatening calls. 

Despite the best efforts 
of dedicated ambulance 
staff, the service is not 
delivering the standards of 
service that patients expect 
and deserve. 

The current review into 
the performance of the 
ambulance service must 
draw its conclusions swift¬ 
ly and the Health Minister 
must urgently act on the 
review’s recommendations 
to prevent any further 
decline in response times. 

Back in the summer, I 
had expressed a cautious 
welcome to the publication 
at that time of ambulance 
response times which 
showed that the All Wales 
target had been met in the 
Vale for the first time in 
many years. 

However, figures from 
October 2012 show that 
only 63.8 per cent emer¬ 
gency responses were at 
the scene within eight min¬ 
utes within the Vale of

Glamorgan. 

I understand that the 
Minister plans to increase 
the target of category A 
calls, which is of course to 
be welcomed, yet that tar¬ 
get is still below that in 
other parts of the UK. 

That said, it’s beginning 
to look more and more like 
a pipe dream, given the 
sliding ambulance per¬ 
formance published last 


week. Hardworking para¬ 
medics need to be backed 
up by fresh investment in 
response vehicles and 
smoother transition 
arrangements at hospitals 
to prevent ambulances 
being blocked up waiting 
to transfer patients. 

I fear that such invest¬ 
ment may be difficult, due 
to cuts to the Welsh NHS, 
which is the only part of 
the NHS that is receiving a 
budget reduction. 

This situation also needs 
to be taken in the context 
of a commitment by the 
UK government to grow its 
health spend in real terms 
over this parliamentary 
period whereas the Welsh 
Government plans to cut 
health spend by 8.4 per 
cent in real terms by 2015. 

This will see the Welsh 
NHS cut by more than half 
a billion pounds in real 
terms over the next three 
years. 

Ambulance provision 
needs reforming in Wales. 
We cannot stand still. 


Vale Council will 
improve access for 
disabled to avoid 
breaking the law 


THE Vale Council is seeking 
to avoid falling foul of the 
Disability Discrimination Act 
by outlining £250,000-worth 
of improvements to the 
Council Chamber at Civic 
Offices, Barry. 

A report presented to the cabinet 
by managing director Sian Davies 
stated that access to the chamber was 
difficult for the disabled, particularly 
sitting in the public gallery to view 
councillors making crucial decisions. 

It stated the funding should be 
included in the current capital pro¬ 
gramme, through the miscellaneous 
building fund, as the chamber was 
also contrary to the council’s own 
equality policies. 

The report said: “The existing for¬ 
mat of the council chamber has 
restricted access and this leaves the 
council vulnerable to action under the 
Disability Discrimination Act, and is 
contrary to the council’s own equality 
policies.” 

It notes that the chamber was part 
of the original design from 1978/79, 
before such legislation existed. It also 
says that various access audits have 
been carried out by the council, 
which highlighted the existing prob¬ 
lem. 

It also outlines that the access 
improvements will: “be achieved by 
the installation of a new timber sus¬ 
pended floor supported off the exist¬ 
ing in situ reinforced concrete stepped 
floor. 

“The proposed single floor level 
will be accessed by a new platform 
lift from the existing Civic Offices 


ground floor level and two of the 
existing staircases. The existing fixed 
benches will be replaced by remov¬ 
able folding desks. This will allow for 
the chamber to be multifunctional and 
increase its usability.” 

There will also be improvements 
made to sound quality in the chamber, 
energy efficient, controlled lighting 
and easy maintenance access. 

The report proposed the works to 
be carried out by building services, 
and programmed to fit around council 
meetings where possible. They may 
continue into the financial year 
2013/14. 

The flexibility of the proposed 
works will allow for the chamber to 
be a multiple use facility, giving addi¬ 
tional facilities and freeing up other 
assembly areas. 

A Vale Council spokesperson said: 
“The report went to cabinet on 
December 3 and was approved. 

“The changes to the chamber are 
important as the existing format of 
the council chamber has restricted 
access and this leaves the council vul¬ 
nerable to action under the Disability 
Discrimination Act. 

“The works are the council’s 
demonstration of its intent to change 
the built environment in line with its 
Disability Equality Scheme and its 
duty under the Vale’s Single Equality 
Scheme. 

“The proposals will create an 
accessible and flexible environment 
within the chamber, which will allow 
for the chamber to be used for other 
uses, giving additional facilities to the 
Civic Offices.”

INSISTS ASSEMBLY MINISTER HUW LEWIS 
- but town needs to keep its regeneration status 


THE Barry Regeneration Board will focus 
its efforts on the regeneration of the Island 
over the next financial year. 

At a meeting of the partnership board on Thursday, 
November 29, attended by the Minister for 
Regeneration, Huw Lewis, the Vale Council was asked 
to develop proposals for a portfolio of strategic invest¬ 
ment projects to develop the Island resort, which 
includes proposals for developing the Nell’s Point area. 

The projects will benefit to the tune of£3.3m. 

Following the regeneration board meeting, the 
Minister, Mr Lewis, said: “Barry Island has the poten¬ 
tial to be the jewel, not just of Barry’s crown, but of the 
whole of south Wales in terms of attracting visitors 
from the local area and further afield. 

“Its natural assets such as the Blue Flag beach at 
Whitmore Bay and Jackson’s Bay, and the stunning 
views from Nell’s Point and Friar’s Point, are what

attracted tourists to the area in the first place. 

“The tourists of today, however, have different needs 
and this is why I am pleased that the Vale Council has 
ambitious plans to redevelop the area into an all-year 
destination with indoor activities, and that the regener¬ 
ation board has agreed to make Barry Island a priority 
for 2013-14. 

“Redeveloping the Island will have far-reaching 
benefits for die whole of Barry and the surrounding 
area by attracting both day visitors and those from fur¬ 
ther afield who will stay longer.” 

IDEAS 

The partnership board says it is encouraging people 
in Barry to think about how they could get involved in 
delivering a brighter future for the town, and says there 
will be opportunities to share ideas over the coming

Hurst, said Mr Harrison, made 
band-3 claims - the highest value. 
He said he placed false informa¬ 
tion on the computer system. 

In February 2007, Bridgend 
Local Health Board was informed 
of concerns about Hurst. 

He went to Australia until 
2009, and the matter was referred 
to the NHS Counter Fraud 
Service, and a full, extensive 
investigation started. 

It involved imaging computer 
records, and an analysis was 
made and suspicious claims iden¬ 
tified. 

Sometimes, said Mr Harrison, 
he would give false details of a 
patient’s status. 

Initially, Hurst denied making 
any false claims, but when indi¬ 


vidual examples were provided, he 
admitted what had happened. 

He has repaid £15,584 to the 
NHS, as well as investigation 
costs of £12,991. 

“It was a confidence fraud, 
with planning, over a period of 
time, ” said Mr Harrison. 

Hurst’s barrister, Nicolas 
Gedge, said: “In all the circum¬ 
stances, the sentence should be 
suspended. The offences were six 
years ago, when he was relatively 
newly-qualified. 

“He was struggling to meet the 
demands of his NHS contracts and 
bit off more than he could chew. 
He bitterly regrets what hap¬ 
pened. ” 

Mr Gedge added: “He will 
inevitably have to go before the 
General Dental Council and he 


fears this may be the end of his 
career. ” He said the toll on Hurst 
had been considerable, and he 
had punished himself a great deal. 
What happened was wholly out of 
character. 

Mr Gedge said he received only 
half of the £15,584. 

In addition, Hurst was ordered 
to carry out 200 hours unpaid 
work and to pay costs of £510. 

David Rees, who led the inves¬ 
tigation for the NHS Fraud 
Service, said: “Hurst was deliber¬ 
ate in his attempts to defraud the 
NHS and stole money intended for 
patient care. 

“Stealing from the NHS affects 
everyone and today’s sentence 
proves that crime against the NHS 
will not be tolerated. ”

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months. The chair of the board, Coun Lis Burnett, 
explained that the areas under specific consideration in 
the year ahead were Nell’s Point, the Eastern 
Promenade and the Causeway. 

In February, the board will meet again to look at the 
costings and decide whether there is enough money for 
other investment projects too. 

Coun Burnett said: “These are exciting times for 
Barry. People who live or work here know what a bril¬ 
liant place it is. We want to share Barry Island with the 
rest of the UK and the world to create jobs and oppor¬ 
tunities for local people. 

“We look forward to discussing our ideas but more 
importantly, to hearing what local people, organisations 
and businesses would also like to do to help make 
Barry even better. We want regeneration to take the 
whole of the community of Barry forward.” 

Coun Burnett said the ultimate aims for the Island 
were a regional attraction at Nell’s Point like an aquar¬ 
ium, and an indoor family leisure complex at the 
Pleasure Park. 

She added the attractions should be complemented 
by what was happening elsewhere in Barry so that peo¬ 
ple didn’t just visit the Island, but also spent money in 
the town. 

Earlier this year, the Premier Inn and Restaurant 
opened at the Waterfront, providing more local hotel 
accommodation for visitors to the town, something 
Island traders and local campaigners had wanted for 
many years. 

TRANSFORM 

People can submit their ideas to the partnership 
board by the end of January. 

From 2010 until March 2013, the Welsh 
Government will have invested an extra £6.5million in 
the town - the funding for the next financial year will 
take the investment to almost £10 mil li on. 

Early funding concentrated on local infrastructure 


projects such as improved links between the Watefront 
and the town centre, and up-grading parks, but there 
have been calls for ‘iconic projects’ to raise Barry’s pro¬ 
file. 

Local MP Alun Cairns said he feared that the Welsh 
Government and Vale Council were losing momentum 
on big projects that could transform the Island. 

Plans to reinvent the Pleasure Park as an indoor 
leisure complex featuring a cinema were endorsed by 
the council in March. 

And earlier this year Island traders welcomed the 
study by former Pleasure Park co-owner, John Co ll ins, 
on Nell’s Point suggesting the aquarium. 

SUPPORT 

Mr Cairns said: “There has been widespread support 
for the Collins’ scheme and the redevelopment of the 
fun fair. 

“It is all good and well, but we should be ready to 
start construction at this stage.” 

Mr Cairns said it appeared the board was looking at 
projects other than the major ones people wanted to go 
ahead. 

Mr Cairns added that he was also concerned about 
whether Barry would continue to be a regeneration area 
after the current funding ran out in 2014. 

He is planning to hold a meeting at the Hub in Barry 
to lobby the Welsh Government for Barry’s regenera¬ 
tion status to continue.

Local woman has ‘stark 
choice 9 on bedroom tax

She added: “I applied 
for a Carer’s Allowance 
to help me with this and 
I’ve been awarded £58 a 
week, topped up with 
Income Support, to take 
my total weekly income 
to just over £100 a week. 

“With this I need to 
keep my car on the road, 
as well as pay the normal 
household bills just like 
everyone else. 

“Because my income 
is so low, I qualified and 
now receive Housing 
Benefit and I’m currently 
exempt from the Council 
Tax charge.” 

But Sylvia is dreading 
the new changes to hous¬ 
ing benefit. 

“In April 2013, this is 
all going to change. 
Everyone - unemployed, 
disabled, the sick, those 
on low incomes - is 
going to lose a percent¬ 
age of their housing ben¬ 
efit if their home is 
deemed to be larger than 
they need. 

“They'll have to pay 
this percentage them¬ 
selves out of whatever 
money they have coming 
in, whether it is benefits 
or wages.

“That’s 14 per cent of 
their weekly rent, if they 
have one bedroom that’s 
not in constant use, and 
25 per cent if they have 
two or more bedrooms 
not in constant use. 

“On top of that, 
they’re going to have to 
pay an as yet undisclosed 
percentage of their 
Council Tax.” 

STARK CHOICE 

Mrs Phillip’s son and 
daughter, now in their 
twenties, grew up in her 
Newydd Housing 

Association home. They 
no longer live with her, 
and although they come 
back sometimes over 
weekends, it means she 
now has two bedrooms 
which are not in constant 
use. 

Since she is not in 
employment, Mrs 
Phillips believes she is 
about to be faced with a 
stark choice: “I can 
somehow find the rent 
and council tax that I'm 
going to have to pay to 
enable me to stay in my 
home - or move. 

“Finding up to £30 a 
week on the money I 
have coming in isn’t an 
option at all, so I need to 
downsize.” 

Mrs Phillips has 
already looked at a 
‘homeswap’ scheme 
online in a bid to 
exchange her house for 
something smaller, but 
pointed out that councils 
across the UK have stat¬ 
ed there aren’t enough 
smaller houses for the 
people that need to 
downsize. 

“My only other option 
- if this bedroom tax 
comes in - is to abandon 
my parents and go back 
to work. 


“The Government 
would have you believe 
that they're introducing 
this particular welfare 
reform to free up larger 
houses for overcrowded 
families but they know 
there's a massive short¬ 
age of smaller houses, so 
people will have to pay 
up.” 

Mrs Phillips also 
pointed out that there 
will be other conse¬ 
quences for people. If 
they have to move they 
will have to pay for 
removal costs. They may 
have to fork out for dec¬ 
orating costs in their new 
accommodation. If they 
move from a house into a 
flat, they might not be 
able to take their pets 
with them. 

She added: “There are 
countless questions that 
need to be answered 
about this subject.”

The Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns pointed out that 
under-occupancy 
became critical when the 
waiting list for accom¬ 
modation was lengthy.

Pensioners are not affect¬ 
ed and special provision 
has been made for dis¬ 
abled people.”

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The challenge we face 
to protect our disabled 


T hroughout 

the year, there 
are many impor¬ 
tant days in the 
Assembly calendar 
when we acknowledge 
the lives and contribu¬ 
tion of different 
groups of people in 
our society. 

Last Friday, 
November 30, was 
Carers’ Rights Day and 
I was pleased to meet 
with Julia Preece from 
the Cardiff and Vale 
Carers’ Centre, to 
receive a book produced 
by Vale carer, Sol 
Jorgensen, about her life 
as a carer for her son 
Seth. 

The book also includ¬ 
ed the ‘Christmas wish¬ 
es’ of many other carers 
who came to the Senedd 
last year for Carers’ 

Day. 

They shared many 
moving accounts of 
their lives, and high¬ 
lighted the need for 
action from government 
at ah levels. 

On Monday, we cel¬ 
ebrated the International 
Day for Disabled 
People in the Pierhead 
Building in Cardiff Bay 
with the launch of a 
film called ‘The Story 
at 40’ as part of the 40th 
anniversary of 
Disability Wales. 

This organisation has 
a strong record champi¬ 
oning the rights of dis¬ 
abled people across 
Wales - ‘breaking down 
the barriers, past, pres¬ 
ent and future.’ 

‘The Story at 40’ is 


an oral history film 
funded by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, which 
captures the experiences 
and memories of dis¬ 
abled people bom in 
1972 and living in 
Wales. 

The project reflects 
changing policy and 
attitudes towards dis¬ 
abled people over the 
past 40 years. 

Disabled volunteers 
of ah ages from across 
Wales took part in the 
production of the film, 
giving their experiences 
of disability from a 
wide range of life cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Discrimination 

The film is remark¬ 
able and can be 
accessed via the 
Disability Wales web¬ 
site. Sara, who is deaf, 
said her life had been 
transformed by the 
introduction of sub¬ 
titles on television. 

April suffered dis¬ 
crimination from teach¬ 
ers during her school 
years because of the 
way she looked. 

Ian became disabled 
as a result of multiple 
sclerosis as an adult, 
and he talks in the film 
about the attitudes of 
friends and family. 

David was in a car 
accident as a young 
child, and he tells his 
story about living inde¬ 
pendently and finding 
employment. 

In the extracts from 
the film that I saw on 
Monday, I realised how

changed for the better, 
but recognised that 
there are still examples 
of discrimination, har- 
rassment and even hate 
crime towards disabled 
people which we need 
to tackle. 

We adopted the 
social model of disabili¬ 
ty in the Assembly and 
that means we need to 
look at the way we put 
up barriers which create 
problems for disabled 
people. 

We can make 


changes to lift those 
barriers. Disability 
Discrimination legisla¬ 
tion has been vitally 
important and we are 
now consulting on a 
Framework for Action 
on Independent Living 
which sets out what 
more we need to do in 
the Welsh Government 
to support disabled peo¬ 
ple to lead independent 
lives - looking at trans¬ 
port, housing, access to 
building and places. 

I look forward to see¬ 
ing the outcome of the 
consultation. 

We cannot be com¬ 
placent about the lives 
and experiences of dis¬ 
abled people. There is 
much to celebrate and 
much to change as well. 

In the report pro¬ 
duced by Disability 
Wales to celebrate their 
40th anniversary, there 
are some strong mes¬ 
sages.

‘GO IT ALONE OVER 
AIRPORT CHARGES’ 

- Lobby group urges Assembly 


A LOBBY group 
which wants to help 
Cardiff Airport 
grow, is urging the 
Welsh Government 
to use its devolution 
powers and go it 
alone - to boost pas¬ 
senger numbers. 

The Wales Air Forum 
a voluntary body made 
up of airport supporters, 
wants the Welsh 
Government to scrap Air 
Passenger Duty (APD), 
arguing that doing so will 
boost passenger numbers 
at Cardiff. 

At the moment, pas¬ 
sengers using UK air¬ 
ports pay £13 if their 


flight is travelling up to 
2,000 miles, £65 if flying 
between 2,000 and 
4,000, and £81 between 
4,000 and 6,000. 

Gerallt Marsh of the 
Wales Air Forum said: 
“Cardiff Airport has been 
very unfortunate in the 
current economic cli¬ 
mate. 

“It has a relatively 
immediate catchment 
area compared to its 
closest rivals, lower GDP 
and lies in one of the 
poorest regions within 
the UK with one of the 
highest levels of unem¬ 
ployment. 

“The combination of 
the above led to the with¬ 
drawal of its largest air-

line, bmibaby, last year. 

“Many have suggested 
that Cardiff is facing a 
‘chicken or egg’ situa¬ 
tion. Passengers are 
using Bristol Airport as 
the services are not avail¬ 
able from Cardiff, but 
airlines cannot afford to 
start up services that are 
not certain to make them 
any money.” 

He argued that 
devolving APD to the 
Welsh Government 
would allow more air¬ 
lines to operate from 
Cardiff Airport, and des¬ 
tinations which were 


once marginal could now 
become feasible with the 
reduction of the passen¬ 
ger tax. 

Mr Marsh said that a 
HM Revenue & Customs 
report had suggested that 
devolving APD to Wales 
could result in five per 
cent fewer passengers 
using Birmingham 
Airport, and 23 per cent 
fewer passengers using 
Bristol Airport by 2015 
as a direct result. 

He said that the report 
also suggested that by 
2020, Cardiff Airport 
could serve 3.5 million 
passengers per year - 
similar to the amount 
seen at London City 
Airport. 


Mr Marsh continued: 
“Bristol Airport has been 
extremely vocal in 
protest of the Silk 
Commission’s report, 
and a quote in the media 
from Robert Sinclair, the 
chief executive, said that 
there would be only one 
winner - the Spanish 
owners of Cardiff 
Airport. 

“The Wales Air Forum 
strongly disagrees and 
the winners will be the 
local economy of south 
Wales, as devolving APD 
will boost it; and south 
Wales should become 
more attractive for for¬ 
eign companies to set up, 
especially in one of our 
enterprise zones.”

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Vale Council to 
clear current 
disabled parking 
bay backlog 


THE Vale Council 
will clear their 
backlog of 
approved disabled 
parking bay appli¬ 
cations in one go, 
meaning that 26 
Vale residents will 
finally receive their 
bay. 

At a recent cabinet 
meeting, it was agreed 
that additional funding 
should be allocated to 
tackle the backlog of 
24 individual disabled 
parking bays this year. 

A further two appli¬ 
cations for bays have 
since been approved, 
taking the backlog to 
26. 

The council annual¬ 
ly provides funding to 
install approximately 
10 on-street disabled 
parking bays each 
financial year. Each 
application goes 


through an assessment 
process and is subject 
to a number of site 
surveys to ascertain 
parking levels in the 
area. If the criteria are 
met, then the requests 
are in turn placed on 
the waiting list. 

Applications for dis¬ 
abled parking bays are 
subject to statutory 
consultation, as 
required by the Road 
Traffic Regulation Act 
1984, before the bays 
can be formally 
approved. 

This is necessary as 
the bays are legally 
enforceable and any 
cars parked in them 
without a blue badge 
on display can receive 
a parking ticket. 

Principal engineer 
for traffic manage¬ 
ment Steven Arthur 
said: “Applicants nor¬ 
mally remain on the 
list for approximately

three years before suf¬ 
ficient funding is avail¬ 
able and the site pro¬ 
gressed.

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New housing 
rules could put 
Vale tenants 
under strain 


SWEEPING changes to the 
housing benefit system come 
into force in spring next year, 
and the Vale Council is urging 
tenants to be prepared. 

Householders could see a cut in 
benefit, and also could find that chil¬ 
dren under 15 will be required to share 
a room. 

The changes will come in from 
April 2013, the date the government’s 
Welfare Reform Bill becomes law. 

People in the Vale or Bridgend 
county borough who rent a property 
from the council or a housing associa¬ 
tion could lose some housing benefit if 
they have more bedrooms than the 
government says they need. 

The Leader of the Vale Council, 
Coun Neil Moore, told The GEM: 
“For example, if you have one more 
bedroom than you need, your housing 
benefit will be reduced by 14 per cent 
of your rent. 

“If you have two or more extra bed¬ 
rooms, your housing benefit will be 
reduced by 25 per cent of your rent.” 

He said he was concerned that, if 
people found it hard to cope financial¬ 
ly with the change, the council could 
be “forced to pick up the pieces” at a 
time when it was under great pressure 
to make budget cuts. 

He urged people to act now to be 
prepared for the changes that will 
come into play in April. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“These changes will only apply if you 
are of working age. If you have 
reached pension credit age, you will 
not be affected.” 


However, for people of working 
age, the rules are quite specific. One 
bedroom will be allowed for each of 
the following: 

• A couple. 

• A person who is not a child (aged 
16 and over.) 

• One child. 

• Two children of the same sex. 

• Two children under 10. 

• Any other child (other than a fos¬ 
ter child or whose main home is else¬ 
where). 

• A carer (or group of carers) pro¬ 
viding overnight care. 

Some people may well argue that a 
boy and girl aged nine should not be 
required to share the same room. 

Similarly, there may be brothers (or 
sisters) who will not be happy to share 
a room up to the age of 15. 

The benefit manager for the Vale 
Council, Maureen Neave, said: “We 
understand that this may be a worrying 
time for those tenants who will be 
affected by the government’s welfare 
reforms. 

“Tenants who may be affected are 
advised to seek advice from the Vale 
Council as soon as possible - don’t 
wait until it’s too late.”

VALE COUNCIL GETS GOOD 
REPORT ON SOCIAL SERVICES 


VALE Council 
social services have 
been given an 
encouraging report 
by Welsh 

Government 
inspectors - but 
they say that the 
costs involved in 
keeping Bryneithin 
Care Home open 
are putting 

resources under 
strain. 

In her annual evalua¬ 
tion, the Chief Inspector 
for Social Services in 
Wales, Imelda 

Richardson, identifies 
“clear, realistic direc¬ 
tion” for social services 
in the Vale. 

In adult services, her 
report describes signifi¬ 
cant strengths in access 
to services, care man¬ 
agement arrangements, 
review, intermediate 
care services and servic¬ 
es for carers. 

Processes for safe¬ 
guarding vulnerable 
adults are also seen to be 
effective. 

In children’s services, 
a high level of perform¬ 
ance has been sustained, 


including good perform¬ 
ance in safeguarding 
children. 

The report also com¬ 
mends efforts to provide 
integrated health and 
social care services with 
the Cardiff and Vale 
University Health 
Board, and to collabo¬ 
rate closely with Cardiff 
social services. 

However, the Chief 
Inspector has identified 
serious financial chal¬ 
lenges, due to cost pres¬ 
sures in the face of 
increasing demands. 

In particular, costs 
have increased as a 
result of not achieving 
the anticipated reduction 
in numbers of looked 
after children. 

The cost per person of 
older adults’ residential 
care has also increased 
significantly in recent 
years and is much higher 
than other authorities. 

Her report says: 
“Contributing factors 
may be the ongoing 
maintenance of a service 
at Bryneithein Care 
Home, which is still 
accommodating a very 
small number of service 
users, and a general 
increase in fees.”

She notes that the 
council has responded to 
a legal challenge regard¬ 
ing the ‘home for life’ 
clause in service users’ 
contracts, but the 
delayed closure of the 
home is “clearly impact¬ 
ing upon a strained 
financial position”. 

She also has con¬ 
cerns about workforce 
resilience in the longer 
term, particularly about 
maintaining levels of 
recruitment and reten¬ 
tion in the face of 
“increasingly high case¬ 
loads”. 

The report notes that 
there are also some areas 


of children’s services 
where it has been more 
difficult to retain staff 
but vacant posts have 
been filled and services 
reconfigured. 

Coun Neil Moore, the 
Leader of the council, 
said: “We value highly 
the work done by our 
staff in social services, 
often in very difficult 
circumstances, and the 
impact this has on the 
lives of people through¬ 
out the Vale who need 
help. 

“So we are delighted 
to have this positive 
endorsement from the 
Chief Inspector as we 
face up to the immense 
challenges that lie ahead 
for social services and 
for the council.” 


Phil Evans, director 
of social services, said 
“This report gives prop¬ 
er credit to people, 
across the whole coun¬ 
cil, who consistently 
make every effort to 
ensure that we can main¬ 
tain high levels of per¬ 
formance and provide a 
good range of services 
that meet people’s needs 
and expectations. 

“We will be dealing 
purposefully with the 
areas for development 
identified by the Chief 
Inspector and her report 
shows that we are build¬ 
ing on a solid founda¬ 
tion.”

Macabre British comedy 

delivers chills and laughs? 


W HEN 
Colin 
Welland 
infamously 
declared that ‘77tc 
British are coming 9 
at the 1982 
Academy Awards, 
it was a prophecy 
that seemed to fiz¬ 
zle out somewhat. 

While there has been 
a steady influx of 
British talent heading to 
Hollywood, there have 
been just as many, if not 
more, who have been 
keen to build upon 
Britain’s cinematic lega¬ 
cy away from the glitz 
and glamour of the US 
of A. 

One such writer- 
director is Ben 


Wheatley, whose films 
Down Terrace and Kill 
List have been resolute¬ 
ly low-budget but ooz¬ 
ing quality and deliver¬ 
ing huge impact. 

His third film, 
Sightseers, has 
Wheatley directing only, 
as co-writers Steve 
Oram and Alice Lowe 
star as Chris and Tina, a 
seemingly ordinary cou¬ 
ple whose caravan holi¬ 
day takes a macabre 
turn when their tempers 
and frustrations result in 
murder most horrid... 

Every so often, a film 
comes along that is so 
leftfield and unique that 
it bears further investi¬ 
gation, and all of Ben 
Wheatley’s previous 
films have had that 
hook. Sightseers is no 
exception, the film won¬ 


derfully funny yet with 
the darkness that is 
becoming Wheatley’s 
trademark. 

It is very much a col¬ 
laboration, as Steve 
Oram and Alice Lowe’s 
script complements 
Wheatley’s directorial 
style completely. The 
pair have been on the 
fringes of British come¬ 
dy for some time, hav¬ 
ing worked with the 
likes of Steve Coogan, 
but the pair should quite 
rightly take their place 
at the forefront of the 
charge based on the evi¬ 
dence here. 

The script is sharply 
written, the characters 
feeling vivid and real, 
the pair keeping every¬ 
thing grounded in reali¬ 
ty.

pie travelling in a cara¬ 
van murdering people is 
far more shocking and 
scary than a seven foot 
chainsaw-wielding 
maniac, Oram and Lowe 
mine the murderous ele¬ 
ments of the characters 
for both drama and 
comedy, and both are 
serviced well. 

Wheatley’s back¬ 
ground in comedy 
means that he is well 
placed to bring out the 
laughs. The direction, as 
ever, is natural and with 
an eye for reality always 
at the forefront. Using 
hand-held cameras and 
close-ups, he puts the 
focus firmly on the 
characters and the story, 
making the outbursts of 
murderous violence feel 
all the more visceral, 
especially as Wheatley 
is never shy to show the 
brutal consequences of 
the characters’ actions. 

The film rests square¬ 
ly on the shoulders of 
Oram and Lowe, and 
they deliver outstanding 
performances. Both are 
more than comfortable 
with the comedic ele¬ 
ment, but when they 
have to go beyond play¬ 
ing for laughs you get to 
see the real talent 
beneath. 

Oram slowly reveals 
the chilling core of a 
seemingly genial man 
concerned with making 
sure his new girlfriend 


has a nice holiday, while 
Lowe’s slow descent 
from unknowing inno¬ 
cent to murderous 
accomplice works won¬ 
derfully well, the actress 
capturing all the angles 
with aplomb. 

At 88 minutes, it feels 
well-paced - with the 
characters well fleshed 
out and the story round¬ 
ed and satisfying, while 
not hanging around to 
take any detours that 
you would feel lessen 
the film’s impact. 

Instead, it delivers big 
laughs, with a macabre 
underbelly lingering, 
and a kicker of an end¬ 
ing that works incredi¬ 
bly well. Sightseers is a 
film that more than 
delivers the goods and is 
definitely well worth 
watching. 

VERDICT-A darkly 
comic tale that could 
put you off going cara¬ 
vanning for the near 
future, Sightseers is a 
prime example of cur¬ 
rent British 
filmmaking. Steve 
Oram and Alice Lowe 
deliver exquisite per¬ 
formances and a 
superb script, while 
Ben Wheatley’s direc¬ 
tion gives the film its 
unique voice. Highly 
recommended.

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Barry Island ‘sold’ 
as Oxfam highlights 
‘land grab’ scandal 


BARRY ISLAND 
was chosen by a 
leading Third 
World charity this 
week to highlight its 
latest campaign. 

Local Oxfam volun¬ 
teers and campaigners 
erected spoof ‘Sold’ 
signs to highlight the 
charity’s campaign to 
stop ‘land grabs’. 

Oxfam says that this 
practice, which happens 
when wealthy countries 
and corporations buy up 
large areas of land from 
poor Third World coun¬ 
tries, is increasing pover¬ 
ty- 

The charity says that it 
leaves poor people in 
Africa, Asia and Latin 
America homeless and 
without access to the 
land they rely on for food 
to eat and to make a liv¬ 
ing. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“The recent rush for land 
has involved an area of 
land the size of Wales 
being sold to foreign 
investors every 37 days 
in poor countries. 

“Few of these deals 
have been adequately 
regulated or policed to 
prevent land grabs, 
meaning poor people are 
being evicted, often vio¬ 
lently, without consulta¬ 
tion or compensation.’ 

The head of Oxfam 
Cymru, Julian Rosser, 
said: “By erecting these 
sold signs, without warn¬ 
ing, outside landmarks so 
close to our hearts, we 
hope to bring home to 



people what experienc¬ 
ing a land grab is like. 

“Land grabs often 
happen with no prior 
consultation - imagine 
being thrown off your 
land without warning and 
finding yourself home¬ 
less, landless, penniless 
and at risk of violence.” 

The UK is the third 
biggest base for land 
investors, according to 
Oxfam’s latest data. 

The charity believes 
that the UK Government 
has a responsibility to act 
and lead the way on the 
introduction of more 
robust international stan¬ 
dards to protect the 
rights of poor people 
affected by land grabs. 

Oxfam is pressing the 
Government to ensure 
land grabs are addressed 
at the next G8 summit, 
which Britain is hosting 
next June.

NEWS FROM BARRY 
MEN’S FORUM 


‘Treasure 
trove’ of 
papers found 
in stable 


ON Thursday last, 
the guest speaker 
local historian, Don 
Llewellyn, told 
Barry Men’s 

Forum members 
about a remarkable 
discovery he made 
in his home village 
of Pentyrch some 
years ago, finding 
what is now known 
as ‘The William 
Evans Papers’. 

Don told how by luck, 
he had discovered in the 
roof above the old stable 
of an old village shop, 
when it was being 
demolished in 1975 an 
exceptional collection of 
documents describing at 
first hand, village life in 
Victorian times. 

In 1850, John James, 
a miner, managed to 
leave the coal mine and 
open a grocery shop, 
which after a very short 
time was taken over by 
his son, William Evans. 

William kept count¬ 
less papers relating to his 
business, his family, and 
villagers including the 
vicar, the schoolmaster, 
the postmaster, and 
many others. 

In addition to fasci¬ 
nating grocery orders 
and invoices from sup¬ 
pliers, they showed that 
he stocked a vast array of 
items, including nine dif¬ 
ferent varieties of cigars, 
65 types of biscuits, gun¬ 
powder and other dan¬ 
gerous materials. 

Although he was a 
deacon of the Calvinistic 
Methodist church and 
was manager of the 
Teetotal Society, he still 
stocked and sold a full 


range of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages... At his peak, he 
had 10 horse drawn wag¬ 
ons that made deliveries 
to towns far and wide. 

There were also let¬ 
ters from his six chil¬ 
dren, who after primary 
education at the local 
Board school, where 
William was a governor, 
all went on to public 
schools. 

With the closure of 
the Pentre Iron Works, 
there was severe poverty 
in the area, and there are 
numerous letters beg¬ 
ging William for credit, 
so mothers could feed 
their children, together 
with letters from the Rev 
Rees often guaranteeing 
credit given. 

As well as exposing 
his ruthless business 
principles, some corre¬ 
spondence also shows 
some generosity. 

William died in 1910, 
with his son taking over, 
but the thriving business 
rapidly ran down. 

Another son, David 
James, opened up a gro¬ 
cery shop in Barry, little 
is known about it and 
some of the forum mem¬ 
bers would be interested 
if anyone can supply 
information of this shop.

Diesel glow plugs or 
petrol spark plugs: In 
the warmer months of 
the year, glow plug 
problems are often not 
evident; but as soon as 
the temperature drops 
below freezing, diesel 
engines with malfunc¬ 
tioning glow plugs will 
be hard, if not almost 
impossible, to start. 

Tell tail signs are 
irregular glow plug 
warning light activity 
and smoke on starting 
your diesel engine. 

Wintertime temper¬ 
ature dips put a 
damper on your 
engine’s performance 
and worn spark plugs 


will cause sluggish 
starting and eventual¬ 
ly a non-starter. 

Battery : Car batter¬ 
ies struggle to develop 
as much power in the 
cold. 

The only way to 
check what amps are 
being achieved is to 
get the battery 
checked using a mod¬ 
ern battery analyser. 

RAC and AA 
patrols carry the 
equipment needed and 
can rule the battery in 
and out in minutes. 

Alternatively, get a 
reputable local garage 
with the equipment to 
run the test for you. 

Alternator : Have 
your alternator 
checked to see what 
voltage is being pro¬ 
duced; most cars 
should be achieving 


14V to keep the bat¬ 
tery fully charged. 

In winter, a defi¬ 
ciency will soon 
become apparent 
because the battery 
usage tends to be 
higher. 

Bulbs and earthing 
points : Ensure that all 
your bulbs are fully 
operational. Earthing 
point refurbishment is 
an excellent way to 
maintain the voltage 
level. 

Engine oil : Old or 
incorrect engine oil 
will lead to increased 
engine wear over win¬ 
ter as it won’t protect 
the engine until its 
warm and the worst 
wear occurs when the 
engine is cold.

(between £83,000 and a £111,000) when you 
consider the cost of an actual racing car.

AS WELSH PLAYERS COME TO TERMS WITH AUTUMN WHITEWASH... 


Suddenly, Six Nations could be 
make or break for Lions’ hopes

D evastated welsh 

rugby fans leaving the 
Millennium Stadium in 
Cardiff on Saturday, after see¬ 
ing victory again snatched 
away, literally at the last 
minute, by the men in gold 
from Oz, should not really 
have been surprised - given 
the history of cliff-edge out¬ 
comes between the two sides. 

In fact, it dated all the way back 
to December 12,1908, three years 
after the first touring All Blacks had 
left for home, when the ‘First 
Wallabies’ arrived in Wales on their 
inaugural overseas tour; during 
which they won 24 of 35 ‘friendly’ 
matches - beating England 13-9 and, 
bizarrely, Cornwall (32-3) for a gold 
medal in the 1908 London Olympics 
- they were the only two teams 
entered ! 

Union chiefs back home in Oz 
were keen for the tour team to have 
‘box office value’ and instructed 
their bemused players to perform a 
‘native war cry’ before kick-off, a la 
the All Blacks’ Haka! 

This hilariously backfired against 
Cardiff RFC, when contemporary 
reports stated that skipper Percy 
Bush rushed on to the pitch waving 
a sword and shield! ( One wonders 
how New Zealanders would react 
nowadays to a similar response to 
their revered Haka!) 

When the First Wallabies lined up 
against Grand Slam Wales at Cardiff

Arms Park on that historic day in 
1908, they were finally edged out 9-6. 

Was history about to repeat itself, 
104 years and 36 meetings later, as 
the two locked horns again in 
Cardiff last weekend - even though 
the pendulum had swung the other 
way since Wales’ first Golden Age, 
and after the 1970s Superstars had 
left the world stage? 

Before Saturday, the playing record 
read: Australia 24, Wales 10, with one 
match drawn (29-29 in 2006). 

Yes, there had been other periodic 
Welsh highlights, such as the 22-21 
third place play-off win in the 1987 
Rugby World Cup, and two victories 
during Grand Slam years 2005 (24- 
22) and 2008 (21-18). 

But the latter were the only suc¬ 
cesses in 22 clashes since 1991 and 
the Wallabies arrived at the 
Millennium Stadium confident of 
extending this record, after seven 
close-fought wins over Wales since 
2009, including last year’s 21-18 
RWC third place play-off in New 
Zealand and the three summer tests 
in Australia (27-19, 25-23, 20-19). 

For a depleted, misfiring Welsh 
side who had already lost three 
autumn tests, it was more than just 
another chance to stop the rot - a 
win was seen as crucial to maintain 
their IRB ranking and 
avoid an unfavourable 
draw at the 2015 Rugby 
World Cup, due to be 
announced just two days 
later. 

(As it turned out, sur¬ 
prise, surprise... Wales 
have drawn arguably the 
toughest group, having to 
face the host team 
England and, inevitably, 
Australia again!) 

Within minutes of the 
start, the injury jinx that 
has decimated the Welsh 
squad and had forced Ian 
Evans to pull out and be 
replaced by Blues’ Lou 
Reed, struck again when 
second row partner Luke 
Charteris, took a heavy 
blow and was unable to 
come out for the second 
half. 

This unhinged the 
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Welsh lineout which began to severe¬ 
ly malfunction and, with Australia 
stepping up pressure on the Welsh 
defence, outside half Kurtley Beale 
failed with a penalty attempt, mak¬ 
ing amends with another kick from 
halfway after a promising Welsh 
move had come to nothing. 

Man-of-the-match Leigh 
Halfpenny equalised with a similar 
long range effort and with outside 
half Rhys Priestland showing 
glimpses of returning to form with 
some accurate touch finders, Welsh 
pressure saw Halfpenny step up 
again to edge his team 6-3 ahead 
with another well-taken penalty. 

In an increasingly scrappy, high 
energy low skills encounter, with 
aimless aerial punts whizzing back 
and fore, this narrow lead was can¬ 
celled out by another penalty from 
halfway by Beale, after Wales had 
had a try disallowed that would have 
put a little more daylight between 
the two sides. 

Beale missed a chance to kick his 
team into the lead, but was success¬ 
ful when Wales conceded another 
penalty five minutes later. 

On the stroke of halftime, the oth¬ 
erwise immaculate Halfpenny failed 
to land a penalty, and Wales were 6- 
9 adrift when play resumed, though 
holding their own against opponents 
who looked anything but one of the 
top three teams in the world. 

Wales gained heart with a penalty 
award at the scrum - and this time 
Halfpenny made no mistake. When 
the full back followed it with a 
fourth penalty on the hour to put 
Welsh noses again in front, and 
Australia missed with a penalty of 
their own, the crowd began to hope 
that this time they would not be 
deprived of a hard won victory 
which would also preserve that vital 
IRB top eight ranking. 

And so it looked as full time 
approached, with Wales seemingly in 
control and the Wallabies literally 
penned into a corner on their own 
line. 

Alas, just we have seen all too 
often lately - notably in the three 
tests Down Under - frustratingly, 
Wales let a victory that was there for 
the taking slip through their fingers 
right at the death. 

In the blink of an eye, and with just 
half a minute to go, the embattled 
Wallabies turned desperate defence 


into a breakaway try scored by Beale, 
despite a typically courageous rear¬ 
guard tackle by Halfpenny, who was 
injured in the process. (He was taken 
to hospital but thankfully was dis¬ 
charged the next day). 

In the wake of the 12-14 defeat, the 
Welsh camp were left to ponder on a 
bleak autumn campaign, not helped 
by the crippling effect of a catalogue 
of injuries, loss of form and unavail¬ 
ability of frontline players that would 
have taxed even those nations with 
much greater playing resources. 

However, that cannot be the whole 
explanation for below-par displays 
that have turned widely-applauded 
European champions into a team now 
out of the top eight in the world. 

There is no doubt that the squad 
has also suffered from the partial 
absence of head coach Warren 
Gatland, first (unavoidably) through 
injury and then because of Lions’ 
duties, which will now take him away 
for the whole of the Six Nations in 
2013. 

The onus now falls on assistant 
coaches, who inevitably lack his 
charismatic influence on the squad, to 
rebuild morale in the wake 
of a depressing series of 
heartbreaking defeats, in 
time for a Six Nations cam¬ 
paign that will have a pro¬ 
found bearing on selection 
for the British & Irish 
Lions’ tour to Australia. 

It had hitherto been 
assumed that the Lions’ 
squad would be dominated 
by a large Welsh contin¬ 
gent, but England’s shock 
38-21 demolition of the All 
Blacks at jubilant 
Twickenham on Saturday, 
and Irish resurgence, may 
well cause this to be drasti¬ 
cally revised. 

In contrast, the Wales 
team’s continuing inability 
to close out tight games 
when victory is in their 
grasp has become a major 
cause for concern in the 
camp. 

One thing is for sure, 
leading Welsh players now 
know that the Six Nations 
has taken on a more crucial 
significance in terms of 
selection for the Lions ’ tour, 
and (looking much further

ahead) the phased build-up to the next 
Rugby World Cup on ‘home’ soil.
